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Sir: 

In response to the restriction requirement mailed May 15, 2007, Applicant elect 
Group 1, claims 1-17 and 20-21, drawn to methods of activating interferon regulator 3 in a cell 
comprising contacting a cell with a molecule that stimulates the Toll-like receptors (TLR). 
Applicants further elect the following species for the purposes of searching: (a) TLR3 as the 
species of TLR and (k) poly I:C as the species of TLR ligand. As noted by the Examiner, upon 
allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional 
species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
allowed generic claim. Of elected Group I, claims 1, 2, 4-8, 10-17, 20, and 21 read on species 
TLR3 and poly I:C. Claims 3 and 9 read on poly I:C but not on TLR3. 
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The foregoing election is made with traverse, as the three groups set forth by the 



Examiner all stem from a common concept and theory, and are thus related. As such, 
prosecution of the claims of Groups I-TV would not place a substantially greater burden on the 
Examiner. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the Restriction 
Requirement and consider all the claims together.
